FREE COINAGE RESOLUTIONS. 


Issuance of n National Debt in 


Time of Peace Condemned. 


WASHINGTON', August 21.—Represent- 


ative llartman of Montana presented in 
the house today resolutions for Ihc free 
coinage of silver. The resolutions have 
been considered and adopted during the 
present session by tlie most powerful 
labor organisations of the country and 
are signed by the chief nlliccraof various 
unions. The resolutions are as follows : 
"We demand of tlie present congress 
the immediate return to the money of 
thu constitution as established by our 
fathers, by restoring free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at a ratio of Hi to 1, 
coins of both metals to he equally full 
legal tender for all debts, public and 
private as before tlie fraudulent demon- 
etisation of silver in 1873. Wo also 
condemn the issuance of a national debt 
in time of peace, and the ueo of interest 
bearing bonds at any time." 


PEOPLE STARVING. 


The Governor of Illinois Calls for 


Aid. 


CHICAGO, August 21. — Governor Alt- 


geklt has issued ft proclamation calling 
upon the people of Illinois for aid in 
feeding starving Pullman workmen and 
their families.

single, it produces a commercial failure 
of a person or firm; if confined to a lo- 
cclity the fruit of it ia a bursted boom; 
if the contagion spreads throughout a 
whole nation the result ia a national 
stagnation and liquidation; but if the 
virus of "boom" alllicta continents and' 
peoples of many far distant countries, 
panic and widespread industrial du- 
presainii envelop the world. And so 
it was with the panic of 1803. 
Starting 


in Argentine and gathering force in 
Australia, it burst on the shores of 
America and shallowed up in one uni- 
versal cataclysm the savings of half a 
L-eneratton of the thriftiest people of 
the old world as well us the new. Panics 
are born of human frailty, and, having 
their eeat in the weakness of human 
nature, weaknesses which beset rich and 
poor alike, are not to be remedied by 
human legislation, hut ( 
if prudence and increase i 
ontentmeiit without ricbi

This year 
they seem to be coming in larger num 
herd. When they go to work they ar- 
range to board themselves, at least to do 
their own cooking alter tho rations are 
furnished, and they thus give no trouble 
to their employers on that account. 


Bing Hung Released. 


The habeas corpus case, in which the 


alleged Chinese highbinder sought to be 
released from jail, was heard yesterday 
in Judge Webb's court. When it was 
asked on what authority the defendant 
was being held, it was shown that all 
the warrant from Los Angeles was a 
telegram cspressed in the vague sen- 
tence as follows: "Arrest Chinaman 
and hold till further orders."
